ADVANCES FOR 
SEED GRAIN 


Provision for advances for seed 
grain, feed grain and fodder be- 
tween Sept. 1, 1933, and June 1,

ROCKY MOUNTAIN HOUSE, 
Feb. 14.—Mallard ducks, 10,000 in 
number, on the Raven and Clear 
creeks, 20 miles south-east of here, 
were facing starvation last week 
until -Henry Stelfox of Rocky 
Mountain House, took down several 
loads of grain to feed them. He 
then reported his action and his 
findings to the Red Deer Game As- 
sociation, who at once sent him 
$25 to make provision for continu- 
ing feeding the birds. 

The ducks have settled on half a 
dozen farms adjacent to the creeks 
in the Stauffer -district and Mr

IS CRITICIZED 
BY OFFENDER

guard, our names were called 
out, and cells allotted to us. A 
each number was called out the 
orderly directed the newcomer to 
his cell.

Shortly afterwarGs the orderly 
came back again and gave each one 
of us a brief outline of the rules

Briefly here are the rules govern-

Rise at 6:30 a.m.; breakfast |

by at your cell door ready to step 


out into the line of single files 


first buzz of the breakfast bell. 
When the bell goes the doors un- 
lock simultaneously on the turning 
of a master handle by the orderly 
at the front end of each tier of cells. 
We then march in single file out of 


and on into the dining hall, 


Breakfast over we are marched 
back to our cells in the same 
order and locked in till 8 o’clock, 
when work or duty bells ring. 
At the first sound of this bell 
we stand by at the cell door 
again and as soon as the orderly 
releases the locks pull our doors 
open, step into the doorway, and 
await the call to work, if work- 
ing. If we are not working we 
must stand ready in case we 
should be called. No one must 
leave his cell, that is, step out 
into the corridor, but must re- 
main in the doorway. 


Outside workers are called first, 
then orderlies, followed by those in 
the laundry, barber’s shop, store- 
room, shoemakers, or cobblers I 
should say, and lastly the scrubbers. 
Those remaining are then ordered 
back into their cells, and then 
comes the order “Close your doors,” 
the most heart-breaking order of 
all, especially to the poor unfor- 
tunate who has been confined to 
his cell for months perhaps, for it 
means that as far as having com- 
munication or speech with anyone 
he might as well be in solitary con- 
finement, as talking, under any cir- 
cumstances, is strictly forbidden in 
the cell block. This is one of the 
most serious offences, and repeated 
breaking of this rule will land the 
offender in the “Black Hole.” 


THE BLACK HOLE 

A description of the “Black Hole” 
so often mentioned and held as a 
club over the prisoner's head, may 
not be out of place here. The 
writer, fortunately, kept clear of 
this interesting domicile, more by 
good luck perhaps, than otherwise. 
He had it described to him, how- 


ever, by several who were not so 
fortunate. 

It appears it is a cell in the 
basement, of the regular cell di- 
mensions, but completely devoid 
of cot, wash-stand and toilet, 


To disobey them means you will be 
up before the warden, with the | 
“Black Hole” staring you in the| 
face,

There is no window, so it is in 
complete darkness. The unfor- 
tunate who draws a term in the 
“Hole” is thrown in, given a 
blanket but no mattress, so must 
make the best of it by picking 
a soft spot on the concrete floor. 
He is also given an open pail for 
his toilet requirements, 

As for food, bread and water, 
and mostly water, is his fare. It 
is punishment of an inhuman kind, 
and its infliction only tends to em- 
bitter the mind and arouse hatred 
and resentment in the offender. I 
know this to be a fact, for I have 
spoken to many of the men who 
came out of the “Hole” and I never 
met one to whom this punishment 
did anything else but arouse a keen 
resentment and hatred 

To get back to the other prison- 
jers. For those not working there 
|is an hour for exercise both in the 


morning and in the afternoon, the 
hourre being 8:30 to 9:30 am. and 
1:15 to 2:15 p.m. Here again no 
talking is allowed In fact the} 
lightest whisper, if detected, lands | 
you before the warden. I am told} 


lthat this is the only jail in Canada 
where this rule is in force, and it 
is a cruel and inhuman one, especi- 
ally when it is considered that 
those taking exercise are those con- 
fined to their cells who would glad- 
ly welcome a chance to exchange 
a word with a fellow creature af- 
ter hours of enforced loneliness in 
the cell blocks. If this was a con-

MANY OTHER RULES 

There are other rules governing 
other matters of conduct which are 
in many cases those that we ob- 
serve in our daily habits and in- 
tercourse with our fellows, 
these I pass over as being of no in- 
terest to the reader. 

Let me here give you a fair idea 
of the cell at “The Fort.” In size 
it is roughly 7% by 9 feet; the 
wells, ceiling and floor are of solid 
concrete. No wood is used in its 
construction, or for that matter in 
any part of the cell block, The 
door is of steel, about two feet of 
the upper part being composed of 
small glass panels six by six inches 
|in diameter, and the extreme low- 
est portion is perforated for ven- 


an inch in diameter. The main 
part of the door however is of solid 
steel, and the window, of course, 
is barred with steel bars, while the 
window panes are of the heaviest 
type of wire-reinforced glass, 
“frosted” over, so that it is impos- 
sible for anyone to see through it 
or for the sunshine penetrate 
into the cell. 


DEVILISH INGENUITY 

It is true that a part of the upper 
portion of the window, about 15 
inches in depth, and the full width, 
is on hinges, and can be lowered 
inwards and downwards, giving the 
prisoner an opportunity to get a 
breath of fresh air and a little of 
God's sunshine, but here is an ex- 
ample of the devilish ingenuity of 
those responsible for the punish- 
ment of the helpless inmates under 
the present “system.” A _ prisoner 
is not allowed under any circum- 
stances to open and lower this part 
of the wnidow, although evidently 
the window was designed and 
hinged for that purpose. It is kept 
locked by a simple fragile lock

Agricultural Problems Be- 
fore Legislative Session 


on Tuesday 


Claiming that curtailment was 
better than destruction, A, G. An- 
drews, U.F.A., Sedgewick, in con- 
tinuing the debate on the Speech 
from the Throne in the legislature 
on Tuesday afternoon said 
farmers of the west could not re- 
duce their acreage without compen- 
sation and that in any regulations 


which might be passed for curtail- 
|} ment consequent upon the London 
Economic Conference, the farmer 
must be treated fairly. 


This is the first mention in the 
| debate of the coptemplated acreage 
| cut and it is believed that Mr. 
| Andrews mentioning the reduction, 
is confirmation of the prospect that 
some legislation along this line will 
be placed before the current session 
of the legislature. 

Mr. Andrews entered into a stout 
defence of the operation and admin- 
| istration of the agriculture depart- 
|ment and lauded Hon. George Hoad- 
| ley for his direction of the depart- 


ment 
In addition, Mr. Andrews gave 
President Roosevelt much credit, 


through his inflation scheme, for 
the improved grain prices. In 1932 
Alberta’s wheat production totall- 
ed 170,000,000 bushels, at an aver- 
age price of 32 cents a bushel or 
total value of $54,000,000. In 1933 
with production totalling 95,000,000 
| bushels at an average of 42 cents, 
the total value was $40,000,000. 

An improvement in the dairy bus- 
|iness was noticed in the last few 
months. Cream bringing 11 and 12 
cents a year ago was bringing 
| double that now. Butter production 
Flast year totalled 23,750,000 pounds. 
There was a big improvement noted 
in the wool industry. In 1932 the 
wool clip totalled 3,000,000 pounds, 
jwhich at 4% cents a pound was

Many 
an inmate has gone to the “Black 
Hole” for deliberately, and not 
a few for surreptitiously opening 
their windows to obtain just a 
mouthful of God's pure air. 

One case came under my own ob- 
servation which I am sure will 
illustrate, far better than any words 
of mine can, the damning influence 
and soul destroying nature of this 
type of mental and physical torture. 

A young Ukrainian by the name 
of Russo was in for, I was told. a 
not very serious offence. From his 

attitude and behaviour I could see 
that he felt his position very keen- 
ly. He spoke only poor English but 
his appearance and deportment in- 
dicated that he had come of better 
than average family. He took a 
keen interest in the weekly meet- 
ings of the Salvation Army, join- 
ing in the singing and prayers con- 
scientiously during services. 

The Army during last summer 
gave out verses and quotations of 
scripture from time to time, offer- 
ing a prize for anyone who could 
memorize them and recite them the 
following Sunday. Russo took down 
the verses, and the following Sun- 
day recited them, in somewhat 
broken English it is true, but ab- 
solutely correct in detail, receiving 
a good hand of applause from the 
other prisoners. The Army offic- 
ers presented him with a nice lit- 
tle embossed religious motto, which 
he hung up in his cell with evi- 
dent pride. 


HEAT FRIGHTFUL 


A few days later the hottest spell 
of last summer hit the West. The 
heat in the cells was frightful, es- 
pecially on the side of the block 
where Russo was lodged. One eve- 
ning, during this time, I heard quite 
a commotion a considerable dis- 
tance down the cell block from 
where I was. I did not pay much 
attention, as of course I could not 
see what it was from where I was 


locked up, 

“Some poor devil, unable to 
stand it, has gone ‘hay-wire,’” 1 
thought, and forgot it. Next morn- 


ing in passing Russo's cell I saw 
the poor chap sitting on his cot the 
picture of despair. It appears that 
unable to stand the heat longer he 
had opened and lowered his win- 
dow and the night guard had tried 
to get him to close it, but without 
success, hence the commotion. 

Later in the day I saw the war- 
den going to Russo's cell. I do not 
know what punishment he got, but 
I know that when next I saw him 
he was confined to his cell and as 
a result seemed to have lost all in- 
terest in life. He took no part 
whatever in the Sunday services 
afterwards and was a completely 
changed person. I shall never for- 
get the tortured look in that youth's 
eyes, Evidently Christianity as 
practised by us was beyond his 
comprehension. He was released 
before I left, but I am sure that 
the poor ignorant boy went out of 
“The Fort” with a hatred in his 
heart that years of Cristian treat- 
ment will not efface. Of what avail 
is it if the Salvation Army plants 
the seed of Christ's gospel in the 
hearts of these poor sinners if, be- 
fore it has borne fruit, it is scorch- 
ed by the blighting influence of the 
‘system” under which “The Fort” 
is operated

INDUCEMENTS BRING RESULTS 

In January Edmonton taxpayers paid in 
$92,000 more tax money than during the month 
a year ago. The total runs to the large sum of 
nearly $728,000. This includes payments of 
current taxes and arrears, and proceeds from 
the sale of forfeited property. 

Current taxes paid amounted $632,000, 
against $572,000 last year, an increase of 
$60,000, a fair indication that the privilege of 
pre-paying taxes is gaining in popular approval 
and importance to the civic finances. 

It is good business to offer inducements for 
prompt payment. Council should work out a 
sliding scale of discounts which would encour- 
age those unable to take advantage of the 
January offer to pay as early as possible.

THE EXPLOSION AT VHENNA 

Austria threatens to supplant France in the 
headlines, and take rank as Europe's “public 
enemy number one” against the cause of peace. 

In the great war Austria lost four-fifths of 
its territory and four-fifths of its population. 
It was carved in the post-war settlement beyond 
reason, justice or parallel. 

When the carving was finished the dominant 
partner in the Empire of Franz Josef had been 
reduced to a state of six and a_ half million 
people, occupying 32,000 square miles of land, 
ninety per cent of which is mountainous and 
only 60 per cent of which is in any way 
cultivable. 

To get the perspective the reader might take 
a map of Alberta and on it draw a “square,” 
with the corners at Athabasca Landing, Vegre- 
ville, Red Deer and Evansburg. Imagine six 
and a half million people crammed into this 
area, most of it thrown up in hills and moun- 
tails, with one-third of the population living 
in the city of Edmonton. That indicates both 
the dimensions of Austria and the position 
of its capital. The problem of Austria is how 
to feed and maintain Vienna, twenty years ago 
one of the wealthiest and gayest of the capitals 
of Europe. 

To complete the picture, the country is poor 
in natural resources necessary _to industrial 
operations, and it is ringed about by the hostile 
tariffs of countries which will not buy its pro- 
ducts. Austria is thus a country without visible 
means of support. It has only been kept going 
by loans advanced by the Allied countries undey 
direction of the League of Nations, each loan 
leaving it farther in debt and nearer to the 
inevitable collapse. 

Ninety per cent of the population are of 
German extraction, and look to union with 
Germany as the one and only chance of restor- 
ing themselves and their homeland to self- 
dependent existence. Those are the odds against 
which Dolfuss is fighting in his attempt to pre- 
vent the spread of Nazi-ism. If he fails, will 
the Powers take arms to prevent the union, 
and so perpetuate the isolation and semi-starva- 
tion of this unfortunate people? That is the 
sinister possibility that looms through the smoke 
of Austria's civil war. 


OTTAWA CAN SUPPLY THE 
MONEY 

Fifteen hundred Edmonton taxpayers are 
appealing for a reduction in their assessments; 
in other words for a reduction in the taxation 
imposed upon them. Taxpayers in other west- 
ern cities are making similar demands, in larger 
numbers than in former years. 

The bar to reduced taxation is of course 
the city’s capital debt and the interest that has 
to be paid thereon. City employes can be dis- 
missed, or their wages can be cut. In measure 
that has been done here as elsewhere, But the 
interest rates on the bonded debts have not 
been reduced. The city is still paying on its 
old loans the rate it paid in good times. On 
loans contracted in the depression years it has 
to pay more, 

Meantime taxpayer earnings have gone 
sharply down. Hundreds of taxpayers have had 
hardly any income at all during the last three 
years, Those who have been fortunate enough 
to hold their jobs or keep their businesses going 
have suffered a loss of wages and profits which 
would probably average out at fifty per cent. 
As incomes have gone down while interest rates 
and payments have either held the level or 
actually increased, a “viciuos spiral” has re- 
sulted, It may be indicated in this way: 

As incomes have fallen, taxation has gone 
up in relation to them. 

The result is a drop in the net revenue from 
property. 

The lower the net revenue from property, 
the less able is the owner to pay taxes. 

The less taxes are paid, the more arrears 


accumulate, penalties pile up, with seizures and 
tax sales moving into the foreground. 

The more taxpayers are thus unable to pay, 
the higher taxation has to be imposed upon 
those who remain. 

The one way to check this process of attri- 
tion is to re-finance the city’s debt at lower 
rates of interest. The city cannot do that un- 
aided. The Dominion Government can make 
the transaction possible, and this with no 
expense to itself. 

According to the rule laid down at the world 
economic conference the Dominion is entitled 
to issue four times the amount of money it has 
issued against its gold reserve. Issuing that 
new money would cost the Dominion nothing 
but the expense of printing the bills. This 
money could be loaned to cities on terms that 
would enable them to convert their bond issues 
at rates one half those they are now paying, and 
leave the Dominion a margin of profit on the 
operation. 

A year ago Edmonton's council discussed a 
proposal to ask the Dominion for a loan of 
interest-free money. The Dominion is now in 
position to supply the money, without departing 
from its policy of keeping currency in a fixed 
relation to gold reserves. With taxpayers 
clamoring for reduced taxes this would be a 
good time to renew that request. 

That other western cities would join in 
making the appeal general is beyond doubt, and 
the more general the appeal the more likely 
that it would succeed.

The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 

L. L. B. Angus, an Englishman who attracted 
attention by predicting the unprecedented boom 
in gold stocks, and later by predicting a col- 
lapse in gold stocks, seems likely to score as a 
prophet both coming and go- 
ing. Mr. Angus made his pre- 
diction well before the event 
of the boom of gold stocks 
and published a pamphlet 
containing his prediction. He 
recently published a second 
pamphlet, “The Coming Col- 
lapse of Gold Stocks.” In it 
he says that the gold stand- 
ard will probably slide out of 
existence for the following 
J. S. Cowper seasons: 

(a) because of its theoretical defects; 
(b) because countries will not play the 
rules properly; and 
(c) because even if they were anxious 
to return to the gold standard, they will not 
be able to agree upon new rates. 

The pamphlet is dated October 28 last when 
President Roosevelt was about to begin his 
gold-buying policy. 

Mr. Angus, then contemplating that Roose- 
velt might keep bidding up the price of gold 
to the $40 mark, said it would result in France 
not only losing much gold to America, but also 
in France being heavily undercut on the ex- 
changes by English and American manufac- 
turers. He contemplates France joining the de- 
valuation race and raising the Paris mint price 
for gold. 

It will be interesting to see what Doumerge 
does to relieve the plight of the workless in 
France. Reflation in Britain and America may 
cause reflation in France—perhaps in Canada, 
too.

This column has referred to gold as having 
few uses except for filling teeth and gilding 
picture frames. A group of London doctors re- 
cently announced a new use for gold as a medi- 


cine. Gold in the form of metallic salts, they 
say, has given phenomenal results in the treat-- 
ment of that painful disease known as rheu- 
matoid arthritis. 

The British Medical Journal cites a case of 
a woman, so badly crippled by arthritis as to 
be unable to leave her chair. As a result of the 
gold treatment she is now able to walk and do 
her own housework. Observations are being 
made to determine whether the treatment is 
permanent, and what the after-effects (if any) 
may be. 

Dipsomaniacs used to take the “gold cure.” 
A form of gold treatment is part of established 
medical practice in tuberculosis cases. An In- 
dian wrestler I knew, Jatrinda Gobar, a man of 
immense strength, used to eat gold leaf and 
almonds when training. He told nve it was a 
traditional diet among Indian wrestlers, to give 
strength. I saw him, again and again, when 
“Strangler” Lewis clamped a headlock on him, 
pick Lewis up and tear him loose, throwing the 
260-pound “Strangler” clean over the ropes on 
one occasion. Gobar was a Cambridge gradu- 
ate. He couldn't explain what effect the yold 
had in his diet, but thought it acted as a sort 
of digestive catalyst, and seriously believed in 
its efficacy. 

What a wonderful thing, after all the ill 
that gold has worked in the world, if at last 
science has discovered a truly beneficent use 
for it! 

One of the most interesting chapters in med- 
ical history is that which concerns the search 
to find wonderful specifics and healing agents 
in the mineral world. That was the chief ob- 


ject of research by the famous mediaeval phy- 
sician, Doctor’ Aureolus Theophrastus Bombas- 
tus von Hohenheim, better known by the name 
he assumed of Paracelsus. 

In the age of Paracelsus the accepted modes 
of treatment for all diseases were bleeding, 
purging and the administration of vile-tasting 
herbal conccctions. Syphilis, brought into Eu- 
rope by Columbus’ sailors, was ravaging whole 
nations. Through the poorest camp followers 
and beggars to cardinals in their palaces and 
kings upon their thrones, the new disease ran 
like a plague. Francis Hackett in his recently 
published work on Henry VIII discloses by 
documents of the period that one of the rea- 
sons why Henry soured on Cardinal Wolsey 
was that Henry through the Cardinal had com- 
municated his syphilis to himself by whisper- 
ing in the royal ear. (Obviously they had more 
in common than state secrets.) 

Paracelsus searched the mineral world in 
search of new remedies. The salt of antimony 
(tartar emetic) was introduced as an emetic 
and purgative. Calomel, a derivative of mer- 
cury, was introduced as a purgative. Mercury 
was rubbed into wounds, and antimony, under 
the name of stibium, tried by Paracelsus in 
many cases, 

All of these mineral substances are power- 
ful poisons, and, except in the treatment of 
syphilis, their adoption was in reality disadvan- 
tageous. The name “antimony,” which means 
“antagonism to monks,” was given to stibium 
because of its unfortunate result when admin- 
istered to a number of monks emaciated after 
a prolonged fast. One monk, Basil Valentine, 
observed (as he thought) that some pigs which 
ate food containing stibium grew very fat. Alas, 
when he administered stibium to his emaciated 
brother-monks, they all died. Hence the name 
of the mineral was changed to antimony as a 
warning to monks. 

Paracelsus believed there was a specific for 
each disease if only it could be found. But of 
all the specifics he advocated only the one came 
near to being a true specific, but that helped 
save Europe from the devastating effect of the 
“Spanish disease” (or the “Italian disease” as 
the French called it, or the “French disease” as 
the English and the Turks called it, or the “Pol- 
ish disease” as the Russians called it) that ray- 
aged Europe in the fifteenth century and that 
still takes heavy toll wherever civilization has 
penetrated. 

Gold as a specific for arthritis would be a 
welcome addition to medical art. Though gold 
stocks are hopelessly inadequate as a base for 
currency (which was the object of its selection 
by Nathan Meyer Rothschild), there is ample 
supply for the treatment of arthritis as well as 
the filling of teeth, the gilding of picture frames 
and the needs of the jeweller’s art.

Forgetting Sometimes 
Helpful 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Many times it is helpful to deliberate train 
yourself to forget those painful memories which 
have the power of making you miserable. You 
have probably had the experience of being un- 
able to go to sleep because 
you began thinking of some 
sad experience in your life 
and were then unable to stop 
thinking of it. I am going to 
try to show you a good way 
to train yourself to forget 
when such forgetting is de- 
sirable. 

Forgetting is the opposite 
of remembering and both are 
useful. You may find that 
* Dr. F. McCoy these memories, which seem 
to be almost burned into the brain, are forcing 
themselves on your consciousness so strongly 
that you can not shake them off. The thing 
you are to do is to learn to turn off such dis- 
tressing memories, in the same way you turn 
off a faucet. 

As a general rule, you will find the memory 
of far-off events is faint and dim while the 
memory of recent events is clear and strong. 
However, you do not entirely forget anything 
that has once happened to you unless that part 
of the brain in which the memory is stored is 
destroyed by disease or injury. 

Once any event is recorded in the brain, the 
impression remains, although it may be so 
buried by later memories as to seem to disap- 
pear. It has been estimated that you have 
eight billion of these pigeonholes in which to 
store memories. You will usually recall most 
easily the memories of events which made a 
stronge impression upon your mind at the time 
they happened. However, each time that you 
recall anything, you make it easier to recall it 
the next time. 

You can not stop a memory the first time 
that it enters your mind like an uninvited guest 
“erashes” a party, but you can exercise the 
control needed to stop it from returning the 
second time. The most helpful suggestion I can 
give you in shutting off these unwelcome mem- 
ories is to remind you of the great law of the 
universe: “Two objects can not occupy the same 
space at the same time.” This means that at 
one time your mind can think of only one thing. 
Make use of this law and for the thought which 
you do not want, and which is harmful to you, 
simply substitute the one which you do want. 

You will find it easier to change your train 
of thought if you will begin to do something. 
Drive away these disagreeable memories by 
action, carried out immediately. Vigorous ac- 
tion, pursued for five minutes, will generally 
bring about the results you seek and you will 
no longer be troubled at that time by unhappy 
memories 

It is also a good plan to*practice recalling 
happy memories. 
a friend has done for you. Recall to your mind 
some compliment paid to you which brought a 
smile to your face. Surely, out of eight billion 


_memories, you can dig up a few which are 


pleasant. 

By remembering the pleasant things you will 
find you are slowly forgetting the unhappy 
ones. This habit of wise forgetting is especially 
beneficial to the sick person, who has a strong 
temptation to remember each little detail of all 
his sick spells and who likes to dwell on such 
memories. By shutting off such memories, the 
sick person becomes well more rapidly. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION — From Manhattan, Kans.: “Is 
there any way that I can prevent mucus from 
forming in my nose and throat by eating the 
right things?” 

ANSWER—You will find that you will be 
able to overcome your tendency to the forma- 
tion of mucus if you will avoid certain foods 
and will follow a very strict diet. In order to 
recover more rapidly, I would suggest that you 
omit the following items from your diet: mac- 
aroni, rice, milk, puddings, muffins, pancakes, 
pastries, etc. I have an article called The Mu- 
cus Cleansing Diet which will give you some 
helpful directions to follow in overcoming a 
tendency to excessive mucus. If you wish to 
secure this article, please write to me. 

QUESTION—Miss T. of Chicago, Ill., writes: 
“I would like to lose 18 pounds in a week's 
time. Could you give me any diet which weuld 
help me to reduce?” 

ANSWER-—I do not advise that you try to 
reduce your weight so rapidly as I believe that 
a gradual loss of weight is not only safer but 
also more satisfactory in other ways. If you 
will take a fast, you will probably find that you 
will lose about one pound a day while fasting. 
When using the restricted diet after the fast, 
you will probably lose from one to two pounds 
per week. I do not advise that the patient try 
to lose any more rapidly than this.

Editor, Bulletin: I think the 
war pictures should do a lot to 
show how terrible the effects of 
war are, on people and their 
homes. I know a little about it. 
As a child of 9 I was often drag- 
ged out of bed at night to fleet 
to the nearest open space avail- 
able to escape being hurt by 
bombs dropped during air raids. 
We lived only 14 miles from Shef- 
field and often “got li,” 

I would not like to think my 
small children should go through 
the same terrors as I did, It 
seems only yesterday, and many 
of us will never forget it. It is 
hard to think that all these years 
after, men are still suffering at 
the hands of man. 

On the “Jasper front’ things 
are not as quiet as they seem, for 
in a roundabout way I have 
heard that an ex-service man 
who has returned to the city this 
last two weeks brings this story, 
which if really true is worth in- 
vestigation. Men sleep 33 in a 
tent. Some are afflicted with T.B. 
but are not isolated from the 
others. Another man suffering 
with an old bullet in the knee re- 
quired medical attention, but was 
put off several times, and now 
gangrene has set in and he may 
lose his leg. And, last of all, a 
man died and the body was left 
in the tent all day, removed that 
night to a field where it stayed 
until the end of the second day, 
and then was sent to Jasper for 
burial, with not even the usual 
respect paid to the dead.
